To THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MISSISSIPPI: 


The undersigned Trustees of the State Lunatic Asylum 
at Jackson report that the history of the administration of 
the Asylum for the years 1892 and 1898 is fully set forth in 
the reports of Dr. Mitchell, Superintendent, and Mr. Mo- 
Gill, Steward, and Mr. Evans, Treasurer of the Asylum, and 
to which reference is hereby made. 

We append hereto a financial report of the Asylum, as 
required by law, and we are gratified to call attention to the 
balance of support fund for 1892, which is carried forward 
to 1893. What portion of this balance will be unexpended 
cannot now be determined, butitis safe to say that a por- 
tion will be covered back into the treasury. ; l 

We recommend that the same appropriation for Support 
Fund be made for 1894 and 1895 as. was made for 1893, and 
that the same per capita allowance be made. We feel satis- 
fied that comparison with like asylums will show that this 
asylum is conducted as economically as any in this country. 

Of the Emergency or Repair Fund, appropriated by . 
Chapter 5, Acts 1892, there was left unexpended $11,639.97, 
which is in the hands of the Treasurer, to be covered back 
into the Treasury. This saving was accomplished by the 
repairs and rebuilding of the “Asylum entrusted to a Com- 
mission created by Chapter 8, Acts 1892, which recon- 
structed, repaired and refurnished the buildings out of the 
appropriation for that purpose. - 

Inthe restoration of the buildings many improvements 
in construction were made. : 
We commend to your inspection its every department.and 
we feel satisfied that nothing but commendation of its eff- - 
cient officers and employees can follow after the most rigid 

scrutiny, 

We would call attention to the unsafe method of lighting 
the institution by coal oil lamps. If compatible with the 
public finances we would recommend that some appropria-

tion be made to enable the Board of Public Contracts to 
adopt a different and safer system of lights. 

For the uniform courtesy and cheerful aid rendered us by 
the officers of the institution in the discharge of our duties 
we express our grateful acknowledgment. 

In conclusion, we desire to thank Governor Stone for his 
wise counsel, his earnest and efficient assistance in all mat- 
ters pertaining to this trust. At all times and under all 
circumstances he has always been ready and willing to de- 
vote his time and talents to the interests of the Asylum, and 
he has performed the arduous tasks of the critical examina- 
tions of accounts and building as cheerfully as those duties 
which were more pleasant.

NoTE.—This account represents the sale of such small articles of prop- 
erty, such as barrels, inferior cows, etc,, as were of no use to the Asylum, 
and has been running for a number of years, It has been used by our 
predecessors and ourselves for such necessary expenditures as would not be 
embraced in the appropriations. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Board of Trustees of Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum : 
In conformity to the requirements of law, I herewith sub- 


mit my eighth Biennial Report for your consideration, which - 


I trust will contain such information as you may wish, and 
at the same time furnish evidence that we have endeavored 
to perform faithfully the duties imposed by the “regula- 
tions.” By reference to the appended tables, you can 
appreciate the movements of the population for the years 
18 -98, together with other statistics connected with the 
same, By reterence to the appropriate table, you will. dis- 
cover that there were. present at the beginning of 1892, 471 
patients, of whom are males, 194; females, 277; admitted 
during the year, 328 ; males, 172; females, 151; total pres- 
ent during the year, 794; males, 366; females, 428; dis- 
charged, recovered, males, 81; females, 37—-total, 68; im- 
proved, 6; males, 1; females, 5; unimproved, 6; males 2 ; 
females, 4; discharged, not ingane, 6 ; males, 5; females, 1; 
died, 63 ; males, 29; females, 84; eloped, males, 1; trans- 
ferred to East Mississippi Insane Asylum, 65; males, 80; 
females, 35; remaining at the end of the year, 579, of whom 
are males, 267 ; females, 312. . 

For the year 1893 we had at the beginning, 579 patients; 

males, 267; females, 812; admitted during the year, 197 ; 
-males, 108; females, 89; total present during the year, 
776 ; males, 875; females, 401;-. discharged, recovered, 70; 
males, 40; females, 80; discharged, improved, 4; males, 
0; females, 4; discharged, unimproved, 13;* males, 9; 
females, 4; not insane, 2; males, 1; females, 1; eloped, 
males, 1; died, δά; males, 84; temales, 20; remaining at 
the end of year, 682, males, 290 ;- females, 842. 

While.it is well known to you, as well as to the members 
of the Legislature, that a large portion of the Asylum build- 
ing was burned in February, 1892, it becomes my duty, as 
the accredited chronicler of the doings of this institution, to 
give you the facts connected with the burning, although it 
may appear unnecessary ; but our reports being presented 
every two years, this information is necessarily brought be- 
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fore you. On the morning of February 16, 1892, I was 
aroused about half-past five o’clock, by the alarm of 
fire, and at once proceeded to the scere, when I found the 
eastern wing, contiguous to the center building, was on fire, 
and although threatened with great disaster, I found, on 
reaching the Asylum, that my assistant, Dr. Stewart, had 
responded with alacrity to the summons, and with his usual 
coolness, was vacating the male wards with method and dis- 
patch, leaving but little for me to do except to encourage 
coolness among all, that we me might be enabled to work 
with system to extinguish the fire, which at this time was 
limited to one room of the attic, where were sleeping thir- 
teen patients, éxclusive of the one, Mr. Brown, who being 
the incendiary and sole occupant of that room, was unfortu-~. 
nately burned. 

Could we have had an abundant supply of water at the 
proper time, think the fire could have been limited to the 
room first ignited—but owing to some delay, we failed to 
secure water sufficiently soon to save the greater portion of 
the building. . 

In justice to the management, must state that as Mr. 
Brown was an exceedingly unruly patient, and one who had 
but a few days before escaped from the building by break- 
ing the iron bars, we, to avoid a recurrence of any accident 
of this kind, had his room searched the night of the fire, 
even going so far as to substitute another mattress for the 
one he had, hoping thereby to remove every source of dan- 
ger. But there must have been a concealed match, which 
escaped the careful scrutiny of the attendants. 

You will thus see that every reasonable care had been 
observed; hence we feel that in acquitting us from blame the 
Legislature fully appreciated that the fire was unavoidable, 
and for the adoption of this view we felt grateful, and espec- 
ially so as many are prone to condemn, when such disasters 
tako place, without any warrant of truth as & foundation. 

Fortunately, in this great emergency, when four-sixths of 
the white department had been totally destroyed, and the 
remainder, due to the means employed for the extinguish- 
ment of the fire, was rendered uninhabitable, our Colored 
Annex had been so recently completed, that comparatively 
but few patients had been admitted therein, which enabled 
us to accommodate temporarily our household until depleted 
by the removal of sixty-five of them to the Eastern Asylum at 
Meridian, when, by utilizing out-buildings, were prepared 
to get along fairly well until repairs on the burnt building 
were made. 

To the Fire Department of Jackson we are specially in- 
debted for both their promptness in responding to our call, 


= 
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- and efficiency after reaching the Asylum. Without. their 
assistance the whole structure would have been burned, 
which result would have entailed a serious additional loss 
to the State. The efficiency of a well organized fire depart- 
ment can only be appreciated when put to-a practical test— 
when the presence of the fireman inspires the same hope and 
confidence in those interested, as does the presence of the 
family physician in the household stricken with sickness. 


The Legislature, fortunately, was in session, and, appre” 
ciating the sad condition in which we were placed, promptly 
appropriated twenty-two thousand five hundred dollars, 
known as the “ Emergency Fund,” to be used for immediate 
repairs and support. With this fund you were enabled to 
promptly supply us with three wards, constructed on the old 
walls, the contract, after competitive bids, being awarded to 
Mr. C. M. Rubush, of Meridian, for the sum of eight thous- 
and dollars, which work was completed in a few months, 
giving us ample room for the patients then on hand. Prior 
to the adjournment of the Legislature, on being consulted 
as to the amount necessary to restore the original building, 
together with refurnishing the ‘same, including heating ap- 
paratus, suggested that with $87,500, supplemented by the 
former appropriation, would amply supply a fund for the 
restoration of the entire building, including furniture and 
other equipments, and am pleased to say that the comple- , 
tion of the building for less than this amount has: verified 
the correctness of our estimate. Inasmuch as the walls had: 
in the main kept their allignment and maintained their gen- 
eral integrity, accounts for the cheapness with which it was 
restored. For the disbursement of this fund, the Legisla- 
ture placed the same in the hands of a “commission” con- 
sisting of the Governor, three of the trustees, viz., Messrs. 
M. Green, Bewmar Harris and Isydore Strauss, and tbe 
Superintendent of the Asylum, whose report will be made in 
detail to the Legislature, and for this reason it is unneces: 
sary for this report to embrace other than the general dis- 
bursement. But I am gratified to say that, as an entirety, 
our building is by far better than it has ever been, having 
in its reconstruction received some important changes, which : 
add not only to the comfort, bnt greatly enhance the appear- 
ance of the centre hall; and the partial removallof the walls, 
constituting a recess next the centre on each side, secures 
light and ventilation for the rear rooms, increasing greatly 
the useful capacity of the main building, instead of dark, 
unventilated apartments, whose only use could serve for 
storage purposes. 

Inasmuch as the duties of the incoming Legislature are 
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limited specially to appropriations, will find it unnecessary - 
io make suggestions which will require legislative action, 
and will therefore limit our report chiefly to a retrospection, 
and to do this faithfully must compromise my judgment as 
put forth in an earlier report in regard to the relative insus- 
ceptibility of the Negro to insanity as compared with the Cau- 
casian race. To do this faithfully illustrates the maxim that 
** Wise men change, but fools never do,” and although not 
claiming to be inspired by any special wisdom in changing to & 
certain extent my views, feel that it is never too late to cor- 
rect an error, especially when put forth as a public document. 
Atthe date of my report of 1880 there were comparatively few 
negroes in the Asylum, and the field and data were too limited 
on which to base any special theory. But -believing that 
the law of chance in a population of a hundred, recruited 
from all parts of the State, would furnish a reasonable basis 
on which to speculate with some certainty, stated: “Statistics 
thus far have been meagre in regard to this question, but the 
difference in the exemption from insanity as regards the 
colored race is quite patent to the casua! observer. While 
we have no data based upon State enumeration other than 
those received at the Insane Hospital, yet as the law makes 
no distinction in favor of either race, itis fair to presume 
that we can obtain appropriate statistics from this source. 


-Although we have much less room set apart for the colored, 


we have found room for all applicants, and were groatly sur- 
prised at the end of the year to find that we had about four 
times as mary whites as blacks.” The proportion of insan- 
ity, as compared with the whites in‘the above extract from 
the report of 1880, place the liability of the colored at 
twenty-five per cent., but time coupled with an.experience of 
sixteen years, has demonstrated the inaccuracy of my-position 
and, although we still recognize a great difference in favor 
of relative colored insusceptibility, would place the same: 
at fitty yer cent. instead of twenty-five, as embodied in the’ 
report of 1880. While on this subject we recognize this as 
proper place to refer to the Colored Annex established for 
this class of patients two years ago; and in doing so must 
congratulate ihe colored race in having an edifice built 
especially for them, but regret to add that in our judgment 
the wards are very much too large, being built to accommo- 
date sixty-six patients. Were this number of whites to be 
placed in one ward it would be quite impossible to control 
them with two attendants. But the colored are ordinarily 
more tractable than the whites, due measurably to the ner- 
vous organization of the former, who are by far less re- | 
sponsive to exciting influences, save that on religious topics, 
which even with the insane of this color are subjects replete ^ 
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with interest; and this influence is credited as being a fruit- 
ful exciting cause ot their insanity. Although the kindness 
extended to this race by the whites is duly appreciated by 
the colored, and in their present condition a benefice of this 
kind seoms to operate much better as an attache of a white 
institution than to be totally independent of white sur- 
roundings. The time may arrive when this class of our 
population may feel prepared to dispense with white influ- 
ences, but it will certainly be in the remote futurep when 
they will feel willing and prepared to act and live independ- 
ently of their white neighbors, knowing that without this 
balance wheel they would rapidly disintegrate and become 
a prey to warring factions, which attend their existence 
when in a state of total independence. 


Thus much have we said ‘in regard to the colored popula- 
tion, as their number at this time constitutes nearly one-half 
of our household, since the Legislature deemed it best to 
locate all the colored at this place, reserving the Eastern 
Asylum exclusively for whites. 


The general health of the institution for the last biennial 
period has been good, having had no epidemies. The dis- 
ease, however, which we most dread is pulmonary consump-^ 
tion, from which we lose many patients. To account for a 
larger death rate than usual, two causes are in operation— 
pulmonary cortagion and lack of heat, from which defect 
we have suffered for sixteen years until the present time. 
Tubercular consumption is now recognized as a contagious 
disease, but in order that it may find victims there must be 
either an hereditary tendency, or else impaired vital powers, 
which renders one unable to resist the influence of conta- 
gion. When in vigorous health, man is endowed witb great 
powers of resistance and does not readily yield to morbific 
influences unless his physical organization is lowered, when 
if so, he becomes a prey to all causes of disease. You will 
thus see, that'in order to combat disease, man must be placed 
under proper hygienic surroundings, giving him all neces- 
sary heat, but at the same time giving him an abundance of 
fresh air, ‘that all the factors to secure good health may be 
present. The want of heat has been with us a constant 
complaint, and never until now have we had sufficient to 
secure health and comfort. In the future I am satisfied that 
this defect will never again obtain, as our system now in 
use furnishes an abundant supply necessary for both health 
and comfort. With this late improvement, could we be fur- 
nished with an infirmary in which those suffering from acute 
physical ailments could be placed, we would consider that 
we were then surrounded with equipments which would 
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give promise of better results. It is far from our purpose 
to encourage extravagance in the conduct of our benevolent 
institution, knowing that our people are now laboring under 
great pecuniary burdens, but feel warranted in saying that 
from my knowledge of the people of this state, they do not 
wish to withhold anything from the insane which may, in 
the judgment of those to whose care they are committed, 
be adyisable; hence, from an acquaintance with the views 
of the people of this state, do not hesitate to suggest liberal 
appropriations, that the best results may be obtained. If 
you eannot trust the management, secure thosein whom you 
have confidence. Thus far we have never exceeded the 
limit of the appropriation for support, and even were it 
less would, so far as I could control, advise to live within 
the amount prescribed by the legislature; but inasmuch as 
I am the medium through which our unfortunate people are 
expected to reach the legislature, I would feel recreant to 
duty were Ito fail to present their claims as forcibly as possi- 
ble. Itis not now, nor has it ever been, my purpose to 
encourage prodigal expenditures, but on the contrary, have 
exercised allihe economy that I believed to be consistent 
with good results, and as an evidence of this, will cite to 
reports of various institutions, from which you will see that 
in expenditures we rank in the lowest, 


At this time we have over a hundred head of cattle, chiefly 
Jersey grades, from which are deriving quite a good supply 
of milk, and hope by the next spring to increase the num- 
ber, as our population, owing to the gréat addition within 
the past year, has been insufficiently supplied. In addition, 
I can state that we have seventy or eighty hogs, which will 
secure for us seven or eight thousand pounds of pork for 
the winter. Owing to the change in the fiscal year, I will 
be unable to report farm products until next year, due to 
the fact that on the first of October, the beginning of the 
now year, the crop was ungathered. The yield of the gar- 
den during the summer was fairly good, but tor a winter 
supply of vegetables we have tho best promise we have ever 
had. 

In the report of the Steward you will find an itemized 
account of the expenditures for the last two years, and by 
reference to the Matron's report you will see that the usual 
clothing has been made and distributed. 


Before closing our report, I cannot be unmindful of the 
press, as many of the publishers continue to send us their 
journals. I regret, however, to say that the number is 
gradually diminishing, the cause for which discontinuance I 
am unable to account. Those who still seem not to “weary 
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in well doing" are as follows: Vicksburg Commercial-Her- 
ald, Clarion-Ledger, Meridian News, Vioksburg Post, Sub- 
soiler and Democrat, Brookhaven Leader, Pascagoula Dem- 
ocrat-Star, Natchez Democrat, Ellisville New South, and 
New Orleans Deutsch Zeitung. 

This is my fourth revort under the auspices of Gov. Stone, 
and I am pleased.to note that he has evidenced great inter- 
est in our institution, and has at all times shown a willing- 
ness to co-operate in every movement for the benefit of the 
insane. 

Since my last report, the trustees have given us an addi- 
tional assistant, and on last March Dr. Barbour T. Cooper 
was installed as second assistant physician. His stay, how- 
ever, was quite short, haying remained but six months, 
when he deemed it best to accept a more eligible position in 
private practice. I am gratified to say that Dr. Cooper was 
most acceptable to us in every respect, and I regretted his 
determination to leave. He was succeeded by Dr. O. M. 
Turner, who is à young man of great worth and will doubt- 
less fill the position most satisfactorily. 

Dr. Nolan Stewart isstill with us as first assistant physi- 
cian, and has fully demonstrated his capacity to fill his place 
most efficiently. 

To each and all the officers and employes connected with 
the Asylum our acknowledgments are due for their uniform 
courtesy as well as their promptness in the discharge of 
their respective duties. . 

In conclusion, allow meto thank you, gentlemen, for your 
wise counsel as well as marked courtesy not only to me, but 
to all attaches of the Institution, and trust under Divine 
guidance that.you may still continueto be the instruments 
of much good. .
